Harvesters In The West. 


A army of about nine thousand har- 
vesters, for whom the farmers of the 
west had been longing, arrived at} 
Winnipeg between Saturday at noon! 
and midday on Sunday. They are, 
says a Globe special, a fine body of 
men, absolntely free fronr the rowdy 
element which characterized those big 
excursions last year, Every detail 
Was complete for rushing the men 
forward to the harvest flelds, where 
they are so badly needed, and by 
Sunday evening they were pretty 
thoroughly scattered. Representat- 
ives of the Goyernments of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta were 
on hand tosecure men. Manitoba's 
needs were placed at tifteen thousand. 
Saskatchewan's twelve thousand and 
Alberta's about fourteen hundred. 
Saskatchewan's represntative went 
east and met the train and_ solicited 
the men before they got to Winnipeg. 

Three thousand five hundred more 
harvesters left the East for the West 
Monday. 

Sone districts are offering $2.50 per 
day, or $45 per month for inexperienc- 
ed inen to help with the harvest, 


To Revive The Morgan Horse. 


Within the last few years a serious 
attempt bas been made both by the U. 
S. Government and by individual 
breeders to revive the almost extinct 
Morgan strain of horses. Seventy- 
five years ago this horse stood second 
to none in popularity, but the strain 
degenerated through various causes 
until it became almost forgotten. 

Some horse lovers there were, how- 
ever, who had not forgotten the Mor- 
gan’s fame and who believed the Mor- 
gin to be the finest and most distinc- 
tive type ot horse America had pro- 
duced, not excepting the less sturdy 
trotter, According to Country Life in 
Aimerica, they hope to bring the Mov- 
gan back to his former preeminence 
and to breed « modern Morgan that 
shall prove to be the best fast harness 
horse, 

The original Morgan horse was born 
in Vermont about 1789, and was 
owned by Justin Morgan, farmer, 
This horse was used forall round farm 
purposes as well as for breeding, and 
op some special days when the local 
militia was to be reviewed because of 
his fine appearance he would be loaned 


There has been much speculation 
about the real blood of this wonder- 
ful animal, but though many stories} 
are told of his origin none of them 
hus ever been accepted as authentic, 

It is generally believed, however, 
that there was much Arab and Barh 
blood in his makeup. Justin Morgan, 
as he was named after his first owner, 
| had several sons and daughters from 
| various good mares, and these formed 


the basis of the family. 
Early in the last century New Eng- 

land in general and Vermont in 
| particular became famous for these| 
| horses. They were small but compact, 
well built, and very good roudsters, | 
with powers of endurance little short 
of remarknble, Thoy were noted also 
for symmetry, docility, intelligence 
and speed,

_ Coroner Bissonette, of Stirling, who 
investigated the death of an aged

The 
best results obtained from artifi- 
cial manures have been had when 
they have been associated with ~ 
barnyard manure. One reason why 
artificial manures used alone do 
not produce the effect on crops ~ 
which might be expected from the 
large proportion of valuable plant 
food they convey to the soil is that 
they contain no humus and the pro- 
portion of vegetable matter in the 
soil having been reduced by frequent 
cropping, its capacity for hold- 


one of annealing. and the slower 
the process, especially of cooling, 
the more effective will be the work.

|this treatment has been manifest

and the soil deepened and mellow- 
ed. 

In the preparation of land for — 
crop in the eastern provinces fall 
ploughing is now generally follow- 
ed, as the seed can thus be sown 
earlier in the spring.

Fish That Cannot Swim. 

More than one species of fish that 
cannot swim are known to naturalists. 
Perhaps the most singular of these 
is the maltha, a Brazilian fish, whose 
organs of locomotion only enable it 
to crawl or walk or hop. The anterior 
(pectoral) fins of the maltha, which 
are quite small, are not capable of 
acting on the’ water, but can only 
move backward avd forward, having 
truly the form of thin paws. Both 
these and the ventral and anal fins 
are very different from the similar 
finsin other fishes and could not serve 
for swimming at/all. Other examples 
of nonswimming fishes include the 
sea horse, another most peculiarly 
shaped inhabitant of the sea, and the 
starfish.

I write entirely from personal 
experience, with some knowledge of 
sheep and science; but in such 
cases neither the one nor the other 
appears sufficient to stop the 
mortality, which, be it remarked, 
is not due to any specific outbreak 
such as rot, lun 
but seems to be due to a general 
upset of the digestive system. It 
js accompanied by diarrhoea, con- 
stipation, impaction; and death is 
followed by frothing of the mouth 
and enormous distension of the ab- 
domen. It may attack lambs, tegs, 
cr ewes, and appears to be at- 
tributable to errors of diet. In 
some cases death is sudden, a ewo 
falling down dead at the hay-crib. 
More often a shepherd leaves an- 
imals apparently in good health at 
night, and finds one or two sti 
and blown up in the morning. The 
taster becomes almost afraid to 
visit his flock or to ask after them 
and is daily worried by bad news. 
Now the best thing he can do, un-' 
der such difficult circumstances, is 
t» shift his sheep on to entirely 
new ground and new food, and this 
measure is often eminently 
successful, so that the plague is 
stayed almost immediately. The 
problem is, however, by no means 
solved, forin the first instance it 
was not suspected that anything 
was wrong in the general manage- 
ment: Hay, roots, cake, and daily 
outrim are all in accordance with 
good feeding; but for some reason, 
more or less occult, the particular 
food and situatic» appears to have 
upset the flock. fhe difficulty lies 
in foretelling the mischief, for nei- 
ther shepherd nor master antici- 
pated it, and it is scarcely likely’ 
that anything will be done till some-| 
thing has happencd.

FORTUNES IN “ CORNERS” 


MILLIONS WON AND LOST IN A 
SINGLE DAY. 


A Great Many Americans are Never 
Happy Unless They are 
Gambling. 


“Corner’’ is merely another name 
for a trust or monopoly, Ono man, 
a firm, or a syndicate of firms ar- 
range their speculations with a view 
to controlling the whole of a cer- 
tain commodity, such as meat, 
wheat, or cotton, for instance. If 
they succeed in obtaining this mo- 
nopoly, then they can create a 
scarcity which causes the prices to 
rise, and enables them to ultimate- 
iy sell out at huge profits. 

It is by this means that Mr. J. 
A. Patten, the celebrated Chicago 
financier, made profit at the rate of 
$500,000 a day ‘recently, through 
“cornering’’ many million bushels 
of wheat. The consequence was 
that the ‘‘man in the street’’ had 
te pay more for his bread, although 
Mr. Patten maintains that it was 
the shortage of the crop and unfay- 
orable weather conditions which 
made the prices of flour and wheat 
go up, and that ho was simply 
shrewd enough to take advantage 
of that circumstance.

And while Mr. Patten has been

estimated. But people in England 
refused to have anything to do with 
the idea, and thus an amazing Am- 
erican scheme was brought to an 
end—at least, so far as interna- 
tional business was concerned.

QUAINT SCHOOL CUS 


Ordeal for New Boy at Rughby—Tho 
“Kish”? at Marlborough. 


J. L. Paton, headmaster of Man- 
chester Grammar School, in a 
speech at Rochdale, referred to a 
custom at Rugby School which for- 
bids a boy of less than three years 
standing to turn up his trousers 
and insists on his doing so after 
that period, says the London Daily 
Mail. 


Tho custom is only a minor in- 
stance of the quaint practices that 
exist at all the great public schools, 


and are maintained with religious 
care, though in many cases their 
origin is obscure or unknown. The 
Shrove Tuesday tossing of the pan- 
cake at Westminster School, with 
its ensuing scramble for the larg- 
est fragment, which gains for its 
possessor a guinea from the dean, 
is perhaps the best known among 
them. 

A curious custom at Marlborough 
requires every boy to bring to 
school with him a cushion, techni- 
cally termed a ‘‘kish’’—with the 
‘7’ long. This article is his in- 
separable companion in school time, 
and in addition to the ordinary 
functions of a cushion is employed 
w carry books from one form room 
to another. 

At Shrewsbury School at the be- 
ginning of each term ‘‘hall elec- 
tions’’ are held for the posts of hall 
crier, hall constable, hall postman 
and hall scavengers. The genial 
brutality of youth often selects for 
the position of hall crier either the 
most nervous boy in the schoo] or 
one who is afflicted with a stammer. 

The new boy in the school house 
at Rugby is early called upon to 
take part in “house singing,’”’ At 
this function, which is held in one 
ot the dormitories, he has to ren- 
der a song to the satisfaction of 
his auclience, the penalty being the 
swallowing of a mouthful of soapy 
water. : 

Another ancient school custom is 
the parade of the Christ’s Hospital 
bluecoat boys before the Lord 
Mayor at the Mansion House on 
St. Matthew’s Day, when the 
“Grecians,’’ who correspond to 
“sixth formers,’’ elsewhere, receive

of the school are presented with 
new shillings.

LONDON’S SUBWAY SYSTEM. 


A Network With a Total Length of 
Over 145 Miles. fe 


London is underrun by @ net- 
work of subways, or tubes to use 
the British name for an under- 
ground line. These roads haye been 
fonstructed and are still owned 
and operated by wholly or partly 
independent companies. : 

Thus, says Moody's Magazine, 
there is the Metropolitan line (the 
old Underground), 71 miles in 
length; the Metropolitan District 
line, 28 miles in length; the Great 
Northern and Piccadilly line, 9% 
miles in length, which is a double 
tunnel worked by electric motor 
power; the Baker Street and Wat- 
erloo line, 914 miles in length, 
which was originally one of Whi- 
taker Wright’s enterprises; the 
Charing Cross, Euston and Hamp- 
stead line, about 8 miles in length; 
the Central London line, 6)4 miles 
in length, which consists of two

He had been chair- 
man of the Electric committee, and 
knew that it was not a paying pro- 
position since established over three 
years ago. In similar circumstances 
the careful business man would make 
achange, and get a business that was 
paying, and he considered that now 
was the favorable chance to get clear 
of the present deal. To substantiate 
his statement that the present plant 
was not paying,“he said the financial 
statements of the village were not 
clear, and that the whole question 
must be taken into consideration, not 
apartonly. He claimed the $5,000 
borrowed to complete the plant should 
be charged interest, which would 
amount to about $260 a year, and 
which would wipe out the reported 
surplus from the plant. He Was 
strongly in favor of making the 
change. He was sure their power 
now cost them over $36 per h.p. and 
the saving would be about $500, and 
they would get a 24 hour service. He 
had not the slightest doubt but the 
village Would save their street light- 
ing at least, worth from $500 to $1000 
per year. 

Councillor A. D, Weir endorsed 
what previous speakers had said, and 
he had every confidence in the figures 
pore by the Chairman of the 

Ylectric Light committee, Mr. Tufts, 
to believe they were correct. He 
thought the present plant was self- 
sustaining, and‘had not cost property 
owners a cent so far. The saving that 
would result from the new proposition 
would warrant them in looking for a 
substantial surplus in the future, and 
theyr»vo Id havethe advantage of an 
all-night service for less money than a 
6 to 8 hour service cost now, Of course 
all could not see alike, but he thought 
it would be very silly for any rate- 
paxer to vote against the by-law, as 
ne would certainly be voting against 
his own interests. 

Councillor Malcolm Bristol said he 
came to hear what ratepayers had to 
say to the scheme, The opinion of the 
Council was expressed in their sub- 
mitting the question to the people. 
e was sure it would be to the interest 
of the village to accept the proposi- 
tion, The all-night service would be 
a great advantage, in addition to that 
of having cheap power at hand for 
prospective users in the future. 

The chairman then called on some 
of the members of the committee who 
had acted with the council in arrang- 
ing the details of the scheme. Mr. 
W. A. Hungerford said he considered 
it from his standpoint a very satis- 
factory proposition. The committee 
and the council had gone into the 
matter very carefully, and the in- 
terests of the village were well sate- 
guarded, He complimented the Reeve 
on securing even a better agreement 
than he believed possible, and he 
thought it the duty of every vate- 
payer to support it. He spoke of the 
advantages of cheap power—their 
natural water power had built up such 
places as Campbellford, to 4000 or 
5000 population, Peterboro to 16,000, in 
fact all centres of mercantile pros- 
perity owed it to cheap power. Madoc 
and Peterboro might easily have 
changed populations had the water 

vower been here instead of there. 
tere was the opportunity to get all 
the power we wanted, and save some 
$500 or $600 to the village, but also we 
would have power to sell to mining or 


other industries at a very reasonable 
rate. He predicted that by adopting 
the scheme our revenue would be

Belleville Man Killed. 


Fatal Accident at Ottawa to Edward Keating. 


On Thursday a fatal accident took 
place at Ottawa, a Belleville man, 
Edward Keating, being killed while 
attending the fair as a visitor. An 
exhibition of an air ship was being 
given, and the framework of the ship 
in ascending became entangled in a 
couple of electric wires of high voltage 
which were strung across the grounds. 
Keating and two other men rushed 
forward and grabbed the framework 
of the airship> The men were stand- 
ing on the wet ground, and as soon as 
they fook hold of the airship it caused 
a complete circuit, and over 2,000 
volts passed through the men’s bodies. 

The three were toppled over ap- 
parently dead, but owing to the efforts 
of the bystanders two ot them were 
resusciated, Keating, however, could 
not be brought to life, although 
worked over for tore than an hour, 

Keating was about 45 years of age 
and leaves a wife and six children, the 

oungest being ubout four months old.

ldian. After a treaty has been con- 
loluded, the pipe is produced and 
i filled with tobacco. It is then hand- 
ed to the representatives of the 
{party with whom the treaty has 
been made, and they must take at 
Jeast one whiff of it. It is after- 
wards passed around among the 
Indians present, who also take a 
whiff of it, and that ceremonial 
ratifies and makes sacred the com- 
‘pact that has just been entered in- 
to, The passing around of the calu- 
met is an act of hospitality, and a 
refusal to take it is considered a 
dire offence.

They are not only hollow inside, 
hut their round shape makes them 
space-consumers in storage. T 2s- 
gard the pumpkin as equivulent t 
silage for feed, but when we lave 
the problem of feeding many cows 
if-is i ild a silo that 
will hold several tons of silage than 
to build a receptacle for several 
tons of pumpkins, writes Mr J. R, 
Fletcher, Moreover, the pum, kins 
must be cold enough to prevent 
them from decaying, for the air 
will get into any receptacle i 
which they can be placed. 

With silage the temperature 
niakes little difference if it does not 
yeach the point where it freezes I 
have found in the feeding of pump- 
kins that we can feed about forty 
pounds per day per cow to advant 
nge, and with some cows the milk 
production will be greatly increas- 
ed. I have, however, had occasion- 
a] cows where the effect of feeding 

umpkins was to cause the cows to 
ay on fat and decrease their milk 
production. There are very few 
experiments to which we can point 
relative to the value of feeding 
umpkins.

MANY PERSONS ARE SUCCESS- 
FUL IN BUSINESS, 


The Proportion of Sightless People 
Who Win Out is Above 
the Average. 


It is a curious fact tnat the ratio 
of really gifted blind people is out 
of all proportion to their total num- 
her when compared with those who 
have full power to see, 

The cases of Helen Keller and of 
Senator Gore are familiar to every 
The middle West has produc- 
ed another remarkable blind man in 
“Blind Kelley,’’ the ‘St. Louis 
Sherlock Holmes,’’ as he has been 
called, a lawyer practising at the | 
bar. According to Van Norden’s 
Magazine, his powers of deductive 
reasoning are almost uncanny. 

He can tell on entering a room 
how many perséns are there as- 
sembled. He can give you the di- 
mensions of the room without walk- 
ing around it. Almost, it appears, 
le has solved the mystery of the 
fourth dimension, and has appar- 
ently developed a sixth sense. 

In challenging jurors this blind 
attorney displays a judgment of 
character that is miraculous to the 
man gifted with sight. There are 
honest and dishonest voices, he 
says, and he makes astonishingly 


ACCURATE DECISIONS. 


Walter A. Kelly lost his sight 
when 11 years old. ‘He is only 29 
now. He was educated at a school 
for the blind, and then took a 
course at the St. Louis Law School 
and was graduated with honors in 
1904, 

He explains his professional suc- 
cesses by pointing out that the hu- 
man memory can be so cultivated 
that anything read aloud can be en- 
graved upon the mind to be called 
upon at will. 

The list of the blind who have 
achieved a success at least equal 
to that. of seeing men of their own 
standing in education and intelli- 
gence might be continued in defi- 
nitely, There are Gen, Brayton, 
the blind boss of Rhode Island; 
Chris Buckley, the blind boss of 
San Francisco; Dr. William Moon, 
who invented a new system of read- 
ing for old and insensitive fingers, 
and whose son, Robert Moon, is 
secretary of the Pennsylvania Home 
Teaching Society and Circulating 
Library for the Blind.

The common peanut, beloved of

In the dis- 
tance a large lake can be seen, and 
all around the horizon is studded 
with snowcapped heights. 

At our feet is a busy scene. The

Others will 
give a good flow of milk through the 
season, and if this contains 4 per 
cent. of butter fat or over these are 
worth keeping. A cow may give a 

smaller amount of milk, but if it 
contains 5 or G per cent. of butter 
fat she mav be worth keeping. 

What you are working for 1s to 
get the largest amount of butter 
per annum and it will require

FOR SICK HOGS. 


An English swine raiser says: T 
have only one remedy for a_ sick 
pig. It is a simple one. Rheuma- 
tism, paralysis, blind staggers, 
thumps, scours, etc., I treat all 
alike, though in varying propor- 
tions. My cure all is nothing more 
than fresh new milk and turpen- 
tine. For a young pig say six 
weeks ‘old, administer a teaspoon- 
ful of turpentine, in say, half a 
pint of milk. Unless the pig is 
sick, it will readily drink this. If 
too sick to drink, it must be ad- 
ministered with a spoon. An 
older pig, however. will seldom re- 
fuse new milk, even when a table- 
spoon is given in a quart or more. 
Grade the dose from a teaspoonful 


“worth keeping. New beginners 
will probably find that one-third 
of their cows are not worth keep- 

ing. 

No cow should be kent in the 
dairy that gives less than 150 
-pounds of butter fat a year, A 
cow that gives two hundred pounds 
is always profitable in the corn 
belt, and a new beginner should be 
satified with that at the first. Our 
correspondent is evidently a new 
beginner, and he has a great deal 
; to learn, which can be learned only 
by experience. If he will resolve 
_ rot to keep any cow longer than 

one year which does not give more 

than 150 pounds of butter fat a 

year, and then keep striving for 
greater yields, he will find it an 
exceedingly profitable business. It 

requires, however, care and pains 
which few men are willing to take. 

Perhaps it is fortunate that it is so 
because until men learn how to 

weigh and test and feed for the 

purpose of producing the maximum 
quantity of milk and select cows 
that give a profitable yield of but- 

ter fat the price of butter and milk 
will always be high enough to 
‘make a good living fur those who 
are willing to take the pains to 
find out how to do it.

FARM NOTES. 


Paint on the houses goes with 
frosperity. Tumbledown and wea- 
ther-beaten buildings are a pretty 
___ Bure indication that things are not 

going as they should. 

Tt is good policy even in coun- 
try markets for those who have 
eggs of different shades of color to 
keep each sort by itself. They may 
not bring any more in every case, 
but they look better and are more 
acceptable to both dealers and 
consumers and in the end it will be 
found to pay. 

It is fortunate for many farmers 
that the house-well sometimes goes 
dry, because it gives an opportun- 
ity for cleaning it. If it has not 
been cleared for two on three years, 
pump it dry and go at it. Anyone 
vill be surprised to see how much 
sediment a well accumulates even 
when its top is carefully guarded. 
Bad water is the cause of much 
sickness in the family. 

Superphosphate of lime contains 
a large proportion of sulphate of 
lime or gypsum, in this way the 
phosphate of lime is mixed with 
sulphuric acid; the acid takes two- 
thirds of the lime from the phos- 
phate, leaving what is known as 
one lime phosphate, or superphos- 
phate; that is, there is three times 
az much phosphoric acid in pro- 
portion to the lime in the super- 
Freeones as in_ the phosphate. 

hese two proportions of lime com- 

bine with the sulphuric acid, mak- 
ing sulphate of lime, or gypsum. 
But some of the sulphuric acid re- 
mains free in the mixture and this 
is hurtful to the young plants. 


LIVE STOCK NOTES. 


An important point in the poultry 
business is a good house. No mat- 
ter what kind of a house, whether it 
is modern or not, just so it is light, 
dry and wind-proof. 

Cows calving in the spring give 
more milk for three months after 
calving than those calving in the 
fall. This situation is reversed from 
the seventh to ninth months. Fall

The absolute cleanliness of the 
room is a necessity, prompt remoy- 
al of soiled dishes and glasses, emp- 
ty bottles aad soiled linen and fad- 
ing flowers, while no strong odored 
fruits should be allowed to stand 
in the room a moment. 

Remember to shield the light 
fiom the patient day or night. Oil 
squeaking door hinges and soap 
the sills and edges if the door 
sticks. 

Gently, but firmly, restrict all 
friendly visits to fifteen minutes, if 
allowed at all, and suggest that the 
visitors introduce only pleasant top- 
ies into their conversation whi-e 
they stay. 

Never stand over an invalid’s 
ted and c¢orsult with another 
about food, or, in fact, anything 
that concerns him or her, for it 
makes the invalid nervous and irri- 
table. It is enough to worry about 
those things when one is able to 
walk about, but on the flat of one’s 
back it is torture.

Fishing in a boat off the Florida 
coast, J. A. Brenton hooked a 
monster tarpon—the fish known in 
the Gulf as the ‘‘Silver King.”’ 

The great fish went straight off, 
towing the boat behind it; the wind 
got up, and so did the sea; night 
came on, and the tarpon showed 
no sign of giving in. But the ang- 
ler was made of stern stuff, and, in 
spite of imminent danger of swamp- 
ing, he stuck to his captor, and 
eventually landed it, six miles away 
from the spot where he had hooked 
ir. This fish weighed 155 pounds. 

Even more exciting was the en- 
gagement between C. R. Scudder 
and a gigantic tuna, which he hook- 
ed off the Californian coast. The 
tuna did as he liked with Mr. Seud- 
der’s boat for seven hours, during 
which time it towed him a distance 
of nearly twenty miles. The crea- 
ture weighed 18 pounds over the 
btundredweight. 
One of the fiercest, wickedest 
fish that swims is the barracuda, 
found from the Gulf of Mexico down 
to the Brazilian coast. It pos- 
sesses a fearful equipment of knife- 
pointed teeth, and has large, black, 
evil-looking eyes. No negro will 
bathe where barracudas abound. 
That famous naturalist, C. F. Hol- 
der, once harpooned a large barra- 
cuda off the Florida reef, which 
towed his dinghy round and round 
in circles and very nearly swamp- 
eu it. Eventually, when brought 
close to the boat it seized the oars 
in its teeth, actually snapping piec- 
es off them, 
The green moray of the Bermudas 
looks like a conger eel, but it is 
larger, and of a bright-green col- 
or. Its viciousness is so proverbi- 
al that when the native fishermen 
hook one they at once cut the line. 
On one occasion, when an English 
sportsman insisted on bringing one 
into the boat, the awful brute 
snapped three fingers clean off his 
negro boatman 

The power and ferocity of the 
hammerhead shark are almost in- 
credible. Mr. Holder, above-men 
tioned, once hooked a large ham 
merhead off Santa Catalina Island, 
which simply ran away with him,

Do not attempt to stir a patient 
into a lively sense of gratitude for 
fiowers, fruit and so on sent by 
friends, but keep the cards, as it 
4s amusing to answer them during 
the convalescent period. 

Bells, clocks, pianos or any noise 
that annoys should be guarded 
against.

The advent of the tray is always 
an interesting event in the patient’s 
day, and to prepare it is a great 
art. It must be exquisitely dainty 
so that it seems appetizing, and 
small portions only served at a 
time, lest the sight of too much 
turns the patient’s desire.

THE FIRE WALKERS. 


Unique Ceremony Observed Annu- 
ally in India. 


A strange custom of fire-walking 


I suffered | j, carried out annually at Mushira- 


bad, a suburb of Hyderabad, In- 
dia, on the anniversary of the twen- 
tieth day after the death of Imam 
Hussain. 

Several cartloads of firewood are 
gathered together in an open space 
m front of the ‘‘Asboorkhana,”’ and 
at midnight the heap is A alight. 
The wood burns steadily for some 
two hours, the heat being so in- 
tense that no one can stand within 
a distance of at least a dozen yards 
from the fire. When it is burnt 
out, the live charcoal is spread out 
evenly on the ground in the form of 
a circle, with a diameter of about 
six yards. When everything is 
ready, two men bearing ,“‘alms’’— 
standards—jump barefooted on to 
this fiery carpet, and walk across 
it, not once, but at least a dozen 
times. The heat from the glowing 
embers is more fiery than when the 
wood is burning. The jumping of 
the first two men is a signal to the 
others, and soon several hundred 
persons have followed their exam- 
ple. 

The strangest thing about this 
unique ceremony is that no one ap- 
fears to receive any hurt.

The Malay pirates 
put great trust in the long brass 
swivel guns called ‘“‘lela,’’ and in 
Borneo these lelas were used as a 
kind of currency, large sums being 
estimated in guns. 

The Chinese cast excellent bronze 
guns (there is a fine specimen of 
them in Devonport dockyard), but 
so little did they understand gun- 
nery that in the so-called ‘‘opium 
war” the forts of the Bocca Tigris, 
defending the Canton River, had 
the guns built immovably into the 
walls. The Sikh gunners opposed 
to England in the two Junjab wars, 
though they loaded with amazing 
recklessness, shovelling in the pow- 
der from open boxes, stuck to their 
guns to the last. The blood of the 
first man killed was smeared on the 
gun, and the whole detachment 
died beside it sooner than retreat. 
—Chambers‘ Journal.
